HILE one must admit that the editorial opinions of the Array nnd Navy

many civilians, there is a note of unas- 
sailable common sense In an article in 
the last -issue, entitled "The Civilian 
Craze for Uniforms." In part it say»: 
"We have scarcely recovered, from the 
turbulent agitation aroused over tho 
shortages in army uniforms when we 
sec more and more men and women la 
khaki-colored

from close imitations of those of the 
British army to very bad copies of our 
own army patterns.

Do you throw away the body fat of 


poultry—big layers of lean, sweet, yel- 
low fat around the gizzard and else- 
where around the Intestines? If you 
do, according to United States depart- 
ment of agriculture specialists, you are 
throwing 
awny fat 
which French 


housewives consider the finest of fats 
for making cakes, nnd especially puff 
paste. 


In certain seasons in New York and 


other big cities this fat Is so highly 
esteemed that It sells for comparative- 
ly high prices. A business is made 
of collecting It from butchers and oth- 
ers who dress poultry. 


Heated In n double boiler or other 


vessel set In hot water, the fat melts 
away from the tissues and cnn be 
poured off. It becomes rancid easily, 
should be kept cool and covered like 
butter, and should bo used In a few 
days. 
Seasoning In cakes should mask 


any flavor In tlio fat.

nary hand lamp, a lantern, an incnn-

Allow at least two square feet of 


floor space for each bird.

a dry house and healthy birds.

in tho first stages. An egg that is 
opaque except for a large fixed air 
cell contains a chick dead at an ad- 
vanced stage of incubation. An opaque 
egg with large air cell having a mo- 
bile lower line Is In an advanced stage 
of fluid decomposition. Eggs showing 
slight spots or rings can often be util- 
ized by breaking them and separating

In addition to what h^.s already 


been indicated as to the growth 
of 


the school system in Grand Rapids, 
I need but point to the growth in the 
teaching force. 
In 1904 there wero 


II teachers in the high school and 
eighth grado including 
supervisors 


and the city superintendent; in 1909, 
there were 16 teachers; today there 
are 27. 
In the grades the number 


of additional teachers since 1909 has 
increased 5. There are also 3 teach- 
ers who put in all of their time in tho 
continuation schools. 


In leaving tho schools of this city, 


I wish to pay my tribute to that ad- 
mirable spirit that exists among the 
people here towards 
education; to 


my predecessor, H. S. Youker, whose 
rare foresight and genius for organ- 
ization enabled him to lay the found- 
ation for the school system that is 
to be the fulfillment of the desires of 
a progressive, enlightened commun- 
ity forthc best educational opportun- 
ities; and to those responsible 
citi- 


zens who have given 
so freely of 


their time and service as members of 
the board of education and in other 
capacities that the administration of 
the schools may be for the best inter- 
ests of all. 
It is with sincere regret 


that I shall sever my connection with 
the educational affairs of this city at 
the close of tho present school year.

Cross Work 


The girls of the Home Economics 


department of the Grand Rapids City 
schools have devoted 
approximately 


six hours a week to Red Cross Work. 


During the months of September, 


October and November, the 
classes ' 


worked on Red .Cross sewing, which 
consisted of, bed socks, helmets, -hot 
water bags, clippings and convales- 
cent robes. 


During this time the Junior Do- 


mestic Science girls reported to the 
Red Cross Rooms for two hours 'each 
week and made Surgical "Dressings. 


Early in the month of 
December 


the Wood 
County 
Normal 
School 


fitted up a surgical dressing 
room 


and since that time the Senior and 
Junior Domestic Science girls, 'with 
their teacher, have reported 
there 


regularly two hours a week for sur- 
gical dressing work. 


The sixth and seventh grade sew- 


ing classes devote their class hour 
one day a week on alternated weeks 
to work on clippings. 


The above work was in charge of 


Miss Marion Jackson and Miss Eula- 
lia Breene. 


Miss Mytrice G. Kitto, the head of 


the English Department was asked 
to make a brief report on the 
work 


in English in the Grand Rapids High 
School. 
The .report follows: 


"What to include and what to ex- 


clude in the teaching of English in 
the high school, is the problem that 
is confronting the educators in our 
present school work. . As ideas are 
advancing, as old methods are replac- 


ed by modern ones, more convincing 
so the teaching of English 
in high 


school must keep up in the march of 
progress and meet the demand it is 
constantly called ur>on to meet." 


"In our own high school, here 
in 


Grand Rapids, our 
English course 


has to meet the requirements of two 
classes of pupils—those who are pre- 
paring for higher work in 
universi- 


ties, colleges and normals, and those 
whose 
scholastic 
instruction 
ends 


when they graduate. In either case, 
we are endeavoring 
to 
teach our 


English as a means for communica- 
tion, hence practical English is what 
we need. 
Instead of dwelling upon 


the art of English, we are devoting 
our attention to the utility of Eng- 
lish. 
Instead of trying to inculcate 


merely an appreciation if literature, 
we emphasize the value of good Eng- 
lish in the ordinary affairs of life. 
In other words, we believe in Eng- 
lish as a means to achieve a result." 


"Towards this end. in Composition 


for the ability to express 
oneself 


through the written word is vitally 
important—we devote our attention 
to the 
principles 
of 
composition. 


Wo emphasize here the "Bread and 
Butter" side of writing. 
We do not 


attempt to teach our pupils to write 
merely for the beauty of high sound- 
ing words, but we do attempt the un- 
ion of English work with life itself, 
and we find this a compelling incen- 
tive to the beat efforts. 
Such exer- 


cises in this work are the study and 
writing of business reports .and let- 
ters, telegram writing,' advertise- 
ment writing, and. simular exercises.

Germany's atrocities are not 


accidental. 
They are

ate, well thought out part of thla 
Hohcnzollcrn policy, which was to 
brook down tho resistance of h*r op- 
ponents, not only by fighting and de- 
feating: their armies but by killing; 
torturing und terrorizing tho civil 
populations. 


The German rulers committed tbera- 


selvog to the doctrine of tho survival 
of tho fittest. Through generations of 
teaching they made t.he Gorman peo- 
ple believe that they, and they alone, 
were tho flt 


We have the words of the German 


rulers and German warriors and Ger- 
man leaders of thought for all of this. 
More than that we have tho perform- 
ance of German officers and German 
armies In conquered lands to prove It. 


Let's start 
with 
Frederick 
the 


Great In presenting the 
evidence. 


Thla monarch, who earned his sou- 
briquet through despoiling his nclgh- 
bors, rather than through any real 
qualities of mind which he showed, 
said, in a letter to bis minister, Had- 
zhvill: 


"If there la anything to bo gained 


by It, we will bo honest; If deception 
Is necessary, let us bo cheats. Ono 
takes what one can, and ono Is wrong 
only when obliged to give back." 


This philosophy, applied to present 


conditions, means that Germany was 
right when she took Belgium, and will 
be wrong only If she is not able to 
hold it. 


From Frederick the Great to Bis- 


marck is n long jump In tho matter 
of time; but wo find the Prussian pol- 
icy unchanged. Speaking before the 
military committee of tho Prussian 
Chamber of Deputies In 1802 Bis- 
marck said: 


"Not by speeches and resolutions 


of majorities are the great questions 
of tho time decided, but by Iron nnd 
blood." 


Then, with blood and Iron, Prussia: 


wcftit out and despoiled Denmark of 
territory in 1804, best and robbed Aus- 
tria in 1800, and finally, In 1870, 
brought France to her knees and took 
her richest provinces. 


Here is what tho present kataer told 


his troops when, in 1900, they were 
about to depart for China to put down 
the borer uprising: 


"Use your weapons In such a way 


that for a thousand years no Chi- 
nese shall dare to look upon a German 
askance. Be aa terrible as Attilla'fl 
Huns." 


Coming on down to the present war 


we find a Gorman minister accredited 
to * neutral state far across the sea— 
one which ono would think should bo 
free from the entanglements of world 
politics—writing home to bis govern- 
ment, In a state paper, ndvlslng the 
sinking of two ships from this neutral 
nation, in such a manner thnt no traco 
be left. 
Dead men, he believed ,tell 


no tales. 


It was Baron Luxburg, minister pleni- 


potentiary to Argentina, who wrote 
this amazing dispatch on May 19,1917: 


"I beg that the small steamers Oran 


and Guazo . . . which ore ncarlng 
Bordeaux . . . be spared If possi- 
ble, or elso sunk without a traco be- 
ing left." 


This telegram was Intercepted In tho 


United States and published. It sent 
a thrill of horror around tho world. 


Chancellor von Bcthmann-Hollwcg la 


a true disciple of Frederick 
the 


Great, Bismarck and his royal master. 
In n public speech on January 31,1917, 
he said: 


"When tho most ruthless methods 


are calculated to lead us to victory, 
swift victory, they must bo employed." 


So they were nsed, and are being 


used today. They include sinking of 
hundreds of neutral ships, the burning 
of cities, the deliberate devastating 
of the fair lands of France, tho ravish- 
ing of women, the enslavement of 
workmen and the murder of little chil- 
dren. 


Horrors such as these are told In de- 


tail in "The PrnsBlan System," by F. C. 
Walcott, who, for a long time, wan en- 
gaged in behalf of America In trying to 
get food to the Poles whom the Ger- 
mans were deliberately starving by 
the hnndreds of thousands so that they 
might not cumber the land which the 
Germans Intended to occupy. 


Knowing all this, can the American 


people talk of any peace by negotia- 
tion? Can they stop tfcl* war until 
this mad dog of nations Is freed from 
the military ruler* who 'teach frlghtfuJ.-

The poultry raiser with a small 


/lock as well as the commercial raiser 
needs to make sure that the eggs used 
at home or marketed are in best con- 
dition. Candling will show that. It is 
reliable and can be done easily. Equip- 
ment can be Improvised at home. 


The shell of the new laid egg has a 


soft "bloom" which is a valuable sign 
of perfect freshness. 
This bloom is 


destroyed by touch, and in any case 
disappears after a few days' exposure 
to the air. After that the appearance 
of the shell is not a reliable indication' 
of the condition of the contents. By 
molding an egg between the eye and 
a strong light in such a manner that 
:he rays of light come- to the eye 
:hrough the egg the condition of the 
contents can be seen. This method of 
examining the eggs is called "can 
dllng." 


Work in Dark Room. 


Candling eggs is done in a dark 


room, using a light inclosed in a case 
.aving opposite the light a hole of ap- 
ropriate size and shape at which the 


the bad part. Eggs that are not of- 
fensively bad may be used for poultry 
feed. 


Use the Chicken Fat. 


Do you throw away the body fat of 


poultry—big layers of lean, sweet, yel- 
low fat around the gizzard and else- 
where around the Intestines? If you 
do, according to United States depart- 
ment of agriculture specialists, you are 
throwing away fat 
which French 


housewives consider the finest of fats 
for making cakes, and especially puff 
paste. 


In certain seasons in New York and 


other big cities this fat is so highly 
esteemed that it sells for comparative- 
ly high prices. A business is made 
of collecting it from butchers and oth- 
ers who dress poultry. 


Heated in a double boiler or other 


vessel set ia hot water, the fat melts 
away from ,the tissues and can be 
poured off. It becomes rancid easily, 
should be kept cool and covered like 
butter, and should be used in a few 
days. Seasoning in cakes should mask 
any flavor in tlie fat

The small cookstove driers 


or evaporators aro small

structures usually made of galvanized 
sheet iron, or of wood and galvanized 
Iron. They are of such size that they 
can be placed on the top of an ordi- 
nary gas, wood or coal range or kero- 
sene stove. 


A Homemade Drier. 


A drier that can be used on a gas, 


wood or coal range or kerosene stove 
ran be easily and cheaply made. The 
dimensions of the ones shown In tho 
photograph are : base 24 by 16 Inches;

This method of 
examining tho eggs is culled, "cim- 
dllng." 


Work In Dark Room. 


Cnndllug eggs Is dono In n dark 


room, using n light Inclosed in n case 
having opposite tho light a hole of ap- 
propriate size and shape at which tho 
oijg is held for examination. An ordi- 
nary hand lump, n lantern, nn incan- 
descent bulb, or a flashlight may bo 
xised. Any box largo enough to hold 
tho lamp, set on end, can be used for 
a case. Besides tho hole in tho side 
opposite tlio light there should be a 
hole In tho top end (sou Illustration); 
otherwise the heat over tho light would 
lire tho box, A tester 'chimney such 
ns is used on n lump for testing eggs 
In Incubation may bo used for can- 
dling. Have tlio light on n tnble or 
shelf ns may be convenient. Place tho 
eggs to bo candled at ono side; at tho 
other bnvo separate receptacles for 
good nnd bud eggs. Take tho eggs one 
by one nnd hold, largo end up, close 
to tho light. 


Appearance of Egos In Candllno.

tho bad part Eggs that arc not of- 
fensively bad may bo used for poultry 
feed.

Kach of tho sixteen National army camps has 


boon provldod by tho commlsslon.H on training 
camp activities with a Liberty theater building, 
having seating capacity of 3,000 and a stage ac- 
commodating tho Hcenery for "Broadway" produc- 
tions. 
These buildings aro furnished with real 


footlights, dressing rooms and scenery for any 
ordinary production.

the building houses a cafeteria, where attractive 
meals are served. The buildings are electric light- 
ed and steam healed, as are also the sun parlors 
which usually extend across two sides of the 
house.

ed.

retaries have their ofllcos and rooms. Tholr build- 
ing likewise Is the acme of convenience and e/H- 
clont arrangement. 
It Is an oblong two-story 


structure \yith the entrance slightly to the right 
of the middle of the longer side. This entrance 
loads Into a diminutive lobby, where are desks, 


, very welcome heating furnaces for the entire 


building, chairs, and halls loading to right and 
left, 
Numerous o.lliccs for the various camp sec- 


retaries, a larger committee room, and storerooms 
lined wi'lh shelves .on shelves and filled'with all 
manner of requisites for tho -camp work opon 
onto the two halls. 
Clear across 'one end' of they, 


building at the extreme end of the hall Is a one- 
story "loan-to" storeroom for heavier materials 
and supplies. This place is equipped with scales, 
truck, small block and tackle and the like. 


The second iloor of tho headquarters building 


is divided lengthwise by a hall which runs from 
end to end. 
Doors on this open into the bed- 


rooms of the secretaries, into a' well-fllled linen 
closet and into the bathroom. The latter Is equip- 
ped with basin, shower bath and other custom- 
ary fixtures.. 
Every Inch of space Is skillfully 


made use of. 


In addition to the auditorium comprising ono 


wing of every type "E" building, a huge central 
auditorium, is building In each of'the large can- 
tonments. 
This structure measures 131 by 100 


feet and will seat 2,808 men. 
Several hundred 


more can be accommodated in the standing room. 
This typo of building will be used for staging 
plays, vaudeville, concerts, lectures and the large 
religious gatherings. 


The building known as type "F" is In use in 


some of the camps and cantonments for serving 
smaller units Instead of the type -'15" structure. 
The "F" building is simply the "E" building with 
the social hall left off, and is used for serving 
units of less than 2,000 men. 


The; total number of Y. M. C. A. buildings 


either In operation or under construction In the 
cnmps and cantonments of this country Is some- 
what in excess of four hundred. Of these about 
InO are standard service buildings and approxi- 
mately 125 of the "F" type. Besides these per- 
manent buildings ISO tents are in use at various 
points. 
Headquarters buildings for each of the 


32 National army cantonments and National 
Guard camps are Included in the total, as well as 
IS auditoriums for the National army, for one em- 
barkation'camp and one regular army expansion 
camp. A standard service building costs usually 
from ?7,500 to $9,000.

No other large business is conducted

additions and improvements made necessary by the enor- 
mous demands of our army and navy and the allies.1

This monarch, who earned hl« sou- 
briquet through despoiling hi* neigh- 
bors, rather than through any ronl 
qualities of mind which lie showed, 
snld, In a letter to his minister, Rod- 
zlwlll: 


"If there Is anything; to be gained 


by It, we will bo honest; If deception 
Is necessary, let us bo cheats. One 
takes what one cnn, and one Is wrong 
only when obliged to give back." 


This philosophy, applied to present 


conditions, means tbnt Germany was 
right when she took Belgium, and will 
be wrong only if she Is not able to 
hold It. 


From Frederick the Great to Bis- 


marck Is a long Jump In tho matter 
of time; but wo find the Prussian pol- 
icy unchanged. Speaking before the 
military committee of tho Prussian 
Chamber of Deputies in 1862 Bis- 
marck said: 


"Not by speeches and resolutions 


of majorities are the great questions1 
of tho time decided, but by Iron and 
blood." 


Then, with blood and iron, Prussia 


went out and despoiled Doriranrk of 
territory In 1864, beat and robbed Aus- 
tria In 1800, and finally, In 1870. 
brought France to her knees and took 
her richest provinces. 


Here la what the present kaiser told 


his troops when. In 1000, they were 
about to depart for China to put down 
the boxer uprising: 


"Use your weapons In such a. way 


that for- a thousand years no Chi- 
nese shall dare to look upon a Gorman 
askance. Be as terrible as Attllla'a 
Huns." 


Coining on down to the present war 


we find a German minister accredited 
to a neutral state for across the sea— 
one which one would think should bo 
free from the entanglements of world 
politics—writing home to his govern- 
ment, In a state paper, advising tho 
sinking of two ships from this neutral 
nation. In such a manner thnt no trace 
be left 
Dead men, he believed ,tell 


no tales. 


It was Baron Lnrburg, minister pleni- 


potentiary to Argentina, who wroto 
this amazing dispatch on May 39,1917: 


"I beg that the small steamers Oraa 


and Guazo . . . which are no.artng- 
Bordeaux . . . be spared If possi- 
ble, or else (sunk without a trnco bo- 
ing- left." 


This telegram was Intercepted In tho 


United States and published. It sent 
a thrill of horror around tho world. 


Chancellor von Bcthmann-Uollwcjr 1* 


a tru» disciple of Frederick 
the 


Great, Bismarck and his royal master. 
In a public speech on January 31,1917, 
he said: 


"When tho most ruthless methods 


are calculated to lead us to victory, 
swift victory, they must be employed." 


So they were used, and are being 


used today. They Include sinking- of 
hundreds of neutral ships, tho burning 
of cities, the deliberate devastating' 
of the fair lands of France, tb« rarlsh- 
ing of women, the enslaroment of 
workmen and the murder of little chil- 
dren. 


Horrors such as these arc told In de- 


tail In "Th« Prussian System," by F. a 
Walcott, who, for a long time, was en- 
gaged in behalf of America in trying to 
get itood to tn« P«I«s wh*m the Ger- 
mans were deliberately starring by 
the hundreds of thousands so that they 
might not cumber the land which the 
Germans Intended to occupy. 


Knowing all this, can the American 


people talk of any peace by negotia- 
tion? Can they stop this war nnttl 
this mad dog of nation* Is freed from 
the military rnlers who teach frightfu?- 
ness from the cradle, and will e»ly

"In our own high school, here 
in 


Grand Rapids, our 
English 
course 


has to meet the requirements of two 
classes of pupils—those who are pro- 
paring for higher work in universi- 
ties, colleges and normals, and those 
whose 
scholastic 
inslruclion 
ends 


when they graduate. In either case, 
we are endeavoring 
lo 
teach our 


English as a means for communica- 
tion, hence practical English is what 
we need. 
Instead of dwelling upon 


the art of English, wo are devoting 
our altention to tho utility o£ Eng- 
lish. 
Instead of trying to inculcate 


merely an appreciation if literalurc. 
we emphasize the value of good Eng- 
lish in the ordinary affairs of life. 
In other words, we believe in Eng- 
lish as a means to achieve a result." 


"Towards this end. in Composition 


for the ability to express oneself 
iKrough tho written word is vitally 
important—we devote our attention 
o 
the 
principles 
of 
composition. 


Wo emphasize here the "Bread and 
Butter" side of writing. 
We do not 


attempt to teach our pupils to write 
merely for the beauty of high sound- 
ng words, but we do attempt the un- 
on of English work with life itaelf, 
and we find this a compelling incen-

ive to the best efforts.

ises in this work are the study and 
writing of business report* .and let- 
iers. telegram writing, advertiie- 
ment writing, and simular exercises.

mnrelc aald: 


"Not by ipeechM and resotntlona 


of majorities are th» great question* 
of tho time decided, but by Iron and 
blood." 


Then, with blood and Iron, Promt* 


wfnt out and despoiled Denmark of 
territory In 180*. beat and robbed Aus- 
tria In 1800, and finally, In 1870. 
brought France to her knee* and took 
her richest province!. 


Here I* what the present kali«r told 


his troops when, In 1000, they wer* 
aboul to depart for China to put down 
the boxer uprising: 


"Oso your weapons In such a way 


that for a thousand year* no Chi- 
nese shall dftr« to look upon a G«rman 
askance. Bt M terrible at Attllla'l 
Huns." 


Corning on down to the present war 


we find a German minister accredited 
to a neutral state far across the n«a— 
one which one would think should be 
free from Uio cnlanglements of world 
pollllcft—writing home to his govern- 
ment, In a stole paper, advising th* 
sinking of two ships from Dili neutral 
nation, In such a manner Hint no trace 
l>« loft. Dead men, he believed ,t«ll 
no tales. 


It was Baron Lnxbnrg, minister plenl- 


potentlnry to Argentina, who wrote 
this amazing dispatch on May 30, J917: 


"I bug that the small steamers Oran 


and Guazo . . . which aro neorlng 
Bordeaux . . . bo spared If possi- 
ble, or else gunk without a traco bo- 
Ing left." 


Tills telegram was Intercepted In tho 


United States and published, ft »ent 
a thrill of horror around Iho world. 


Chancellor von Bolhmann-Hollweg i* 


a tru« dlsclpl* of Frederick tb* 
Great, Bismarck and his royal mauler. 
In a public speech on January 81. J017. 
lie Raid: 


"When the most rathleiw methods 


or* calculated to lead us lo victory, 
*wlft rlclory.lhcy must be employed." 


So they were nscd, and are being 


used loday. They Include linking of 
hundreds of neutral ships, th* burning 
of cllies, the deliberate derastatlng 
of th* fair lands of France, tb* ravish- 
ing of women, th* (nslaremcnt of 
workmen and th* murder of littl* chil- 
dren. 


Horrors such a* thes* arc told In de- 


tail In "Th* Prnsslan System," by F. C. 
Walcott, who, for a long tlm*, was en- 
gaged In behalf of America In trying to 
get food to th* P*les wh*m th* Ger- 
man* were deliberately starving by

IHARLY FANS FORBIDDEN 


TO SPEAK TO UMPIRE 


Rigid Rules Enforced by Milwaukee 


Baseball Club Organized in I860 
Milwaukee, Wis.,—The umpire of 


the first Milwaukee baseball clu 
did not fear for Iiis life while offlciat- 
iug'at games for spectators were not 
allowed to address even the gentlest 
of suggestions-to the officials or play- 
ers. \The club, which was the first 
big league team in the state, was or- 
ganized April.5, 1860. 
The rules, 


which are found in the .old newspap- 
er flies in the possession of the Wis- 
consin Historial 
Society, 
required 


that during the progress of the game 
no persons should address 
or 
ap- 


proach the umpire, scorer, or players 
except by request 
of 
the 
umpire. 


The -challenging team was required 
to furnish the ball to be used in the 
match games, the ball becoming ti-.e 
property o£ the winning team. 
Bats 


of any length could be used providing 
tliey were round and did not exceed 
three and one half inches in diame- 
ter. 
The pitcher 
had literally to 


pitch the ball to the batter; he couH 
not jerk it or throw it toward him, 
Professionalism was ' tabooed. Per- 
sons who received compensations for 
their services were 
declared ineli- 


gible for match games. 
No person 


who engaged in a match game as a 
player, umpire, or scorer could havr 
either a direct or indirect interest in 
any bet on the game: 


Rufus <King, who was later 
ap- 


point minister to Rome but resigned 
to accept a brigadier-general's com- 
mission in the Union army was elect- 
ed president of the

Thirty-six library buildings have already been

made possible by a special grant from the Car- 
negie corporation of i?.'i-0,000. and other funds. 


Tl-.e type of building chosen Is new In the li- 


brary world. 
They are wooden structures oC 


rather philn design, similar to the usual type of 
buildings found in modern camps. 
Most of the 


buildings In the cantonments are 120 by -10 feet, 
while those in smaller camps are Oli by 40 feet. 
Special attention has been given to adequate fa- 
cilities for heating, ventilation and light, and 
many features are now being added ;o make 
these cpilet, restful buildings more attractive and 
inviting than would be expected in the usual camp 
equipment. Some of (lie buildings luive spue-Ions 
open tire-places^ built into Inviting nooks. 
Others 


• have closed porches, and all' are equipped with 
tire extinguishers, drinking fountains and running 
water. 


The Interior is one large reading room, with 


two bedrooms located at one end for housing the 
library stall'. 
Trained librarians are . in charge 
, 


of each building. 
All of the shelves are open 


tor Inspection and contain from 10.000 to 20,000 
volumes. 
Kach building has a comfortable seat- 


ing capacity for about 200 readers. In the library 
building Is housed the main supply of books for 
the camp, and from It branches are maintained in 
the barracks, the mess halls, hospitals, Y. M. C. 
A. und K. of C. buildings. 


Bitch of tho sixteen National army cnmps has 


.beer, provided by the commissions on training 
camp activities with a Liberty theater building, 
having seating capacity of 3.000 and a stage ac- 
commodating the scenery for "Broadway" produc- 
tions. These buildings are furnished with real 
footlights, dressing rooms and scenery for any 
ordinary production. There is also an orchestra 
pit where regimental bands play at every per- 
formance. 


Nine then tor? of a smaller type have been com- 


pleted In the National Guard camps and others 
are in course of construction. The entire sixteen 
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of those will have those buildings when the plan 
is completed. The approximate size of the larger, 
cantonment theaters is 170 by 120 feet, with a: 
seating capacity 'of from 2,500 to 3,000. 
The 


stages In those theaters arc GO by 32 feet .nnd the 
floor of the house 132 by 120 feet. The National 
Guard camps' theaters havu a seating capacity 
of 1,000; the building Is CO by 120 feet and the 
stage 22 by '10 feet. 
Tho house .floors are ap- 


proximately 90 by CO feet. 


Each theater has five entrances nnd fifteen ex- 


Its, and Is so constructed as to be easily emptied 
in case of tire. Much of the work of-constructing 
these theaters has been carried on by the many 
electricians,

anil other expert 


mechanicians who were discovered In the camps. 
Chiiutauqua tents fire used for "shows" In the 
smaller camps, where regular dramatic produc- 
tions,' vaudeville and movies are provided by the ' 
government for the men.

The Hostess House Is a large brown, bunga- 


low-like building set near the entrance to the 
camp, nnd stands out distinctly against the back- 
ground of nnpalnted army buildings. 


Of the $3,0(10,000 Y. W. C. A. war fund, $1,350,- 


000 was appropriated as an Initial fund in start- 
ing the Hostess House work. 
Seventy of these 


buildings are already in operation. 
Some of the 


larger cantonments have two, or even three where 
the number of negro troops makes one seem ud- 
visable for colored women. 
Women architects, 


have had tho entire charge of the plans for the 
Hostess. Houses. While these houses vary some- 
what in si-/e and detail, according to the demands 
of the situation, in general structure and. style 
(hey are similar. 
The utmost degree of attrac- 


tiveness in keeping with camp life has been at- 
tained botii inside and outside of these buildings. 
Each one has n large chimney in the middle of the 
living 1-00:11. n rest room for women, out of' whlcn 
opens n fully-cciuipped nursery ; aud the back of 
the building houses a cafeteria, where attractive 
meals are served. The buildings are electric- light- 
ed and steam heated, as are also the sun parlors 
which usually extend across two sides of. the. 
house. 
The second floor of the larger buildings 


contains not only the bedrooms of the resident 
hostesses and staffs, but emergency sleeping quar- 
ters for women stranded in camp. 


The Y. 51. C. A. has been "on .the,ground from 


the first. 
Before the cnmps were entirely com- 


pleted they had their headquarters established In 
tents and wore present with a welcome to the in- 
coming recruits.-. They dispensed information and 
good cheer. 
In fact, one of their representatives 


accompanied ench of the Incoming troop trains, 
going from car to car, addressing the men Infor- 
mally, telling them what the Y. M. C. A. stood for "

The problem was to find buildings 
that would be "all things to nil men" .In the can-, 
tonments. 
The demand was for some sort of 


structure that would simultaneously be 'home, - 
Club, church, schoolhouse nnd entertainment cen- 
ter for the men in the ranks, a place where the 
whole varied army Y. M. C. A. program could be 
going on at one time without any phase seriously 
ini-oyferlng with other phases of the work; where 
there yould be facilities for the movies, the lec- 
tures, or the religious talks, and where nt the 
same .time ttie man who wanted to write home, ' 
buy a stamp ur n money order, wrap up a pack- 
age, borrow n book or a magazine; play a game 


of checkers or chess, 
enjoy a chat with his

Alongside and parallel to the lar e 
wing snuggles a smaller one, connected to tlie 
larger by n broad passage way. 
. Once inside of the building, it Is seen that the 
larger wing is the auditorium, the smaller the 
social hall. In the. former are permanent benches, 
n stage at the far end with a piano on it nnd a 
moving-picture screen. 
Shelf-desks for writing 


run all around the walls and two long hinged 
shelves,' one in the middle of each half of the 
auditorium, are ingeniously fastened to the posts 
that support the roof, and may be raised for writ- 
ing or lowered when the room is to be used for 
any gathering. 


At the end of the smaller wing, farthest from 


the desk (which is located in the connecting pas- 
sageway) a huge stone or brick fireplace lends a 
cheerful, homelike atmosphere. 


At the bi-g cantonments a Y. M.' C. A. headquar- 


ters building is necessary, nnd. from It the activi- 
ties in all the centers In any one camp are direct- 
ed. 
There the head camp secretary, the camp 


athletic,director, the camp song leader, the camp 
religious work director and the other head-sec- 
retaries have their offlces and rooms.. Their build- 
ing likewise is the acme of convenience and effi- 
cient arrangement. 
It Is an oblong two-story 


structure with the entrance slightly to the righ 
of the middle of the longer side. -This entrnnc 
leads into a diminutive lobby, where are desks 


. very welcome heating furnaces for the entir 
1 building, choirs, aud halls leading to right anc 


left. 
Numerous offices for the various camp sec 


retari'es, a larger committee room, and storeroom 
lined with shelves ,on shelves and filled-.with al 
manner of'requisites for the -camp work open 
onto the two halls. Clear across 'one end of th 
building at the extreme end of the hall Is a one 
story "lean-to"1 storeroom .for heavier material 
and supplies. This place is equipped with scales 
truck, small block and tackle aad the like.- 


The second floor of the headquarters building 


is divided lengthwise by a hall which runs from 
end. to end. Doors on this open into the bed 
rooms of the secretaries, into a' well-filled linen 
closet nnd into the bathroom.. The latter is equip- 
ped with basin, shower bath and other custom- 
ary fixtures. Every inch of space is skillfully 
made use of.

The report states that Sc aggregate profits of four large x 
packers were $140,000,000 for Ihe three war years. 


This «um is compared with $19,000,000 as the nverage 
annual profit for the three yearn before tha war, making it 
appear that the war profit was $121,000,000 greater than 
the pre-war profit. 


This compares a three-year profit with a one-year profiU-a 
manifestly unfair method of comparison. 
It is riot only 


misleading, but the Fcdeial Trade Commission apparently 
Las made a mistake in thy figures themselves. 


The aggregate three-year profits of $J40,000,000 was 
earned on sales of over four and a half billion dollars. 
It 


means about three cents on each dollar of Miles,—or a mere 
fraction of a cent per pound of product. 


Packers' profits arc a negligible factor in prices of live 
elosk nnd meats. 
No other large business is conducted 


upon such small margins of profit, 


Furthermore—nml this is very important—only a'small 
portion of this profit has been paid in dividends.

additions and improvements mode necessary by the enor- 
noun demands of our army and navy nnd the allies ' 


If yon arc n business man yoil wi]j appreciate the signifl. 
ounce of these fools. 
If you arc imacqimmlecl with busi- 


ness, talk this nrnticr over with some business acquaint- 
anco-w.lh your banker, btiy-nnd able him -to compare 
profits of tho packing imlusby with those of any other 
largo industry at the pic-sent time. 


No evidence is offered by the Federal Trade Commission 
in support of the slalemont that the large packers have a 
monopoly. The Oommibsion's own report thorn the large 
number and importance of other packers. 


The packers mentioned in the statement stand ready to 
prove to any fair-minded person that they are in keen 
competition with end! other, and that 1hey have no power 
to manipulate prices. 


If this were not true they would not dare to make thi« 
positive statement. 


Furthermore, government figures show that the flv« largt 
packers mentioned in the report account for only about 
one-third of the meat business of the country. 


They wish it were possible to interest you in the details of 
(heir business. Of how, for instance, they can sell dressed 
beef for lens than the cost of tho live animal, owing to 
utilization of by-products, and of tho wonderful story of 
the methods of distribution throughout this broad land, as 
well as in other countries.

Packers Profiteers? 


Plain Facts About the Meat Business 


The Federal Trade Commission in its recent report on war 
profits, stated that tho five large meat packers have been 
profiteering and that they have a monopoly of the market. 


These conclusions, if fair nnd just, are matters of serioua 
concern not only to those engaged in the meat packing 
business but to every other citizen of our country. 


The-figures-given on profits are misleading and the state- 
ment that the packers have a monopoly is unsupported by 
the facts. 


The packers mentioned in the report stand ready to prove 
^hcir profits reasonable and necessary. 


The meat businsss is one of the largest American indus- 
tries. Any citizen who would familiarize 'himself with its' 


1 details must be prepared for large totals. 


The report states that Che aggregate profits of four large \ 
packers were $140,000,000 for the three war years. 


This sum is compared with $19,000,000 as the average 
annual profit for the three years before the war, making it 
appear that the war profit was $121,000,000 greater than 
the pre-war profit. 


This compares a three-year profit with a one-year profit-r-a 
manifestly unfair method of comparison. 
It is not only 


misleading, but the Federal Trade Commission apparently 
has made a mistake in the figures themselves. 


The aggregate three-yenr profits of $140,000,000 -was 
earned on sales -of over four and -a half billion dollars. 
It 


means about three cents on each dollar of sales—or a mere 
fraction of a cent per pound of product. 


Packers' profits are a negligible factor in prices of live 
stoik and meats. 
No other large business is conducted 


upon such small margins of profit. 


Furthermore—and this is very important—only a small 
portion of this profit has been paid in dividends. 
The 


balance has been put back into the businesses. It had to 
be, as you' realize when you consider the problems the 
packers have had to solve—and solve quickly—during these 
war years. "

To conduct this business in war times, with higher cost* 
and the necessity of paying two or three times the former 
prices for live stock, has required the use of two or'three, 
times the ordinary amount of working capital. The addi- 


tional.profit makes only a fair'return on this, and aa.hai 
been stated, the larger portion.of the profits earned haa 
been used to finance huge stocks of goods and to provide 
additions and improvements made necessary by "the enor-- 
naous demands-, of our army and navy and the allies.'
